The solution to this problem^ as proposed in claim 
1 of the present application;, involves an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)) because D3 (cf. 
page 5, lines 34-38) states that the process 
described therein can be a preliminary treatment; 
it would thus be obvious for a person skilled in 
the art to include the above-mentioned feature 1. 
However^ D3 does not indicate that the use of a 
partially hydrolysed copolymer in accordance with 
the present claim 1 could avoid ring dyeing. 



Claims 2-6 are dependent on claim 1 and thus also 
meet the PCT novelty and inventive step 
requirements . 



Document D3 is regarded as the prior art closest 
to the subject matter of claim 7 and discloses 
(cf . excLxnples 32 and 33) a cellulose-containing 
textile from which the subject matter of claim 7 
differs in that a partially hydrolysed copolymer 
is located on the textile. 

The subject matter of claim 7 is thus novel (PCT 
Article 33(2)) . 

The present invention can therefore be considered 
to address the problem of providing a cellulose- 
containing textile which can be dyed without 
undesirable ring dyeing.

textile . 



The subject matter of claims 8 and 9 is 
characterised by the subject matter of claim 1 , 
and thus also meets the PCT novelty and inventive 
step requirements . 

Claim 10 is dependent on claim 9 and thus also 
meets the PCT novelty and inventive step 
requirements . 



Document D3 is regarded as the prior art closest 
to the subject matter of claim 11 and discloses 
(cf . examples 32 and 33) a dyed cellulose- 
containing textile from which the subject matter 
of claim 11 differs in that a partially hydrolysed 
copolymer in accordance with the present claim 1 
is located on the textile. 

The subject matter of claim 11 is thus novel (PCT 
Article 33(2)).
